IN REVAMPING TVA 


Vote Slated Today as ‘Au- 
thority Wins Right To 
Sell Below Costs; Mce- 
Carl Grip Loosened. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(?)— 
The house agreed late today to post- 
pone until tomorrow a final vote on 
a compromise TVA bill. Previously, 
however, it had written into the meas- 
ure all the chief amendments sought 
to make the bill conform to White 
House desires. 

By a 162 to 120 vote the house ac- 
cepted a proposal by Representative 
Hill, democrat, Alabama, to modify 
the rigid control over TVA spending 


which the measure would give the 
comptroller general. 

It would provide an annual audit 
of TVA affairs by the comptroller, 
but in emergencies would let TVA 
make purchases without competitive 
bids. 

TVA Wins Cost Tilt. 

Earlier, the house eliminated a pro- 
vision forbidding TVA after July 1, 
1937, to sell power or chemicals be- 
low production costs. 

Again behind Hill’s leadership, ad- 
ministration forces struck from the 
measure a provision that would pre- 
vent TVA from constructing power 
transmission lines substantially pa- 
ralleling existing private lines. The 
vote on this was 130 to 102.

cheese was used successfully to run an 
ordinary gasoline engine in tests at 
the Guggenheim School of Aeronautics, 
New York University, it was announc- 
ed today. 

The tests bring close to practicabil- 
ity an eight-year search for a safety 
gasoline, something non-explosive, 
which will do the same work as liquid 
gasoline, 

In the simple test engine, the hard 
gasoline was more efficient than ordi- 
nary gasoline, under exactly the same 
running conditions. 

The new stuff will not explode. A 
piece of it the size of a butter pat 
was stuck on the end of a knife. A 
lighted match was held close, its flame 
almost touching. Nothing happened. 

When the flame made actual con- 
tact, the hard gas lighted as quickly 
and easily as a sheet of paper. It burn- 
ed as briskly but was extinguished 
easier. One good puff of breath blew 
out the flames. 

The cheesy gasoline was enclosed in 
a jacket, heated by the engine ex- 
haust. The exhaust was pre-heated by

At the same time Mr. Roosevelt 
promised that in the consi@’ration of 
the state problem, revolving around 
the release of federal highway funds 
allotted Georgia, the federal govern- 
ment would recognize “the dignity of 
the state.” 

Early Adjustment Seen. 

‘The President’s

invitation for amicable adjustment of 
the differences between the state 
board and the Bureau of Public 
Roads here. 

It may be said authoritatively now 
that administration heads have aban- 
doned, temporarily at least, plans 
that had been tentatively drawn for 
federal intervention in the Georgia 
highway situation.

Linder Doesn't Know Difference | 


In Jute and Cotton, Cobb Asserts 


Federal Agriculture Officials Say, However, If Much Jute 


Is Displacing Cotton, Compensatory Tax 
Will Be Put in Effect. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(4)—He 
had long “entertained a_ suspicion,” 
Cully A. Cobb, farm administration 
cotton chief, said today, “that neither 
the distinguished Governor of Geor- 
gia nor his equally distinguished com- 
misssiqgner of agriculture knows the 
difference between‘ cotton and jute.” 

Cobb, himself a Georgian, smiled 
at a chemist’s report that Agricul- 
ture Commissioner ‘Tom  Linder’s 
“jute” turned out to be cotton. 


Linder, close ally of Governor Tal- 
madge in attacks on the Rooséveltian 
farm program, enclosed samples of 
what he identified as jute, grown in 
India, in letters to President Roose- 
velt ‘and various officials, declaring 
it was brought-into this country with- 
out a compensating .tax to balance 
the processing tax on cotton. 

“Today we.are in possescion of the 
facts,” said Cobb. *‘ commissioner 
has favored us with a sample of ma- 
terial which he called jute. He used 
it as the text for a typical Linder 
outburst. The truth is, however, that 
the sample was cotton. Just plain. 
ordinary American cotton,” 

Agriculture officials were quick to 
counsel, however, that the Linder in- 


materials they believe in undue com- 
petition with cotton. 

One spokesman said: 

“The department of agriculture at 
all times welcomes information on the 
subject of competition between cotton 
and other commodities, and if evidence 
is resented that will prove excessive 
shifts in consumption from cotton to 
other commodities as a result of the 
payment of the cotton processing tax, 
such findings of fact can be made 
and such shifts can b: eliminated by 
compensatory taxes.” 

Jute is grown almost entirely in 
India and has been called the world’s 
cheapest fiber.

ASCUREFOR LOCKJAW 


Subject Succumbs After Ex- 
periment by London 
Physician. 


LONDON, July _ —AM)—A drug 
made from the deadly ison called 
curare, used by South American In- 
dians to tip the darts of their blow- 
points, has failed in its first test as 
a cure tor lockjaw. 

The experiment was made by Dr. 
Robert George Ranyard West, of the 
Oxford University department of 
pharmacology, after he had waited 
months for an opportunity. The gb- 
ject, a plumber’s assistant, who’ bad 
stepped on a rusty nail, died. 

Dr. West's preparation was admin 
istered as a last resort. His idea was 
that if the powerful drug could par- 
alyze the patient’s muscles, the spasm~» 
which customarily accompany lockjaw 
victim’s death would be prevented and 
the anti-tetanus serum given a chante 
to work. 

Although Dr. West, assisted by 
chemists, produced the drug late in 
1934 and was confident of its success, 
he refused to give it a trial except 
in a last-resort case.

Roosevelt Seen as 1936 Nominee 


By Writer, Here 


To See Talmadge 


Stanley High, Political Economist, Says F. D. R. To Be 
Swept Back Into Office; Discounts Third Party Possi- 
bility, but Praises Georgia Execative’s Courage. 


Renomination of President Roose- 
velt by the democratic party is as- 
sured, Stanley High, noted writer and 
political economist, said here yester- 
day after interviewing within 24 hours 
the President in Washington and one 
of his most violent antagonists, Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, in Atlanta. 

Impressed with the alertness and 
fighting ability of President Roosevelt, 
Mr. High declared he not only would 
be nominated in 1936, but. quoted an 
outstanding Washington _ correspond- 
ent that he will carry every state in 
the Union except Louisiana. 

“IT came to Georgia largely because 
of Governor Talmadge,” said Mr. 
High, who spent the day in Atlanta, 
“as he is one of the phenomena now 
on the political horizon. 

“IT find an unusual resemblance be- 
tween Hitler and Talmadge. Both have 
brown eyes, which are remarkably 
alike, and their hair grows in almost 
precisely the same way. Given a mus- 
tach like Hitler's and your Governor 
might well masquerade as der fuehrer. 

Red Suspenders Fascinate. 

“While I was fascinated by Gover- 
nor Talmadge’s red suspenders and his 
ability never to miss the adjacent cus- 
pidor, I could not help but feel an 
admiration for your’ energetic and 
straight-talking executive, 

“One may disagree completely with 
his political views and methods, and 
yet can see that he has a definite pol- 
icy. He is one of few politicians I 
have met who can capitalize rebuffs 
or attacks on him. He ‘delivered the 
goods’ in, his administration, and has 
persistently advocated economy when 
spending is the vogue. How much of 
his economy he achieved with the help 
of the federal aid against which he 
declaims, I do not know. 

“As much as I disagree with hin 
in his attitude on President Roosevelt. 
I admire him for his courage in walk- 
ing into the lion’s den. That is what 
he is doing. Both Governor Talmadge 
and Senator Long are headed for a 
beating in so far as they stake their 
political future on their ability to lick 
Roosevelt in 1936. . 

Third Party Out. 

“T doubt if either Talmadge or 
Long will'seriousky attempt a third 
party next year. Senator Wheeler, 
who is most talked of in connection 
with such a move, won't take part. 
If he did, he would run it himself. 
And strangely enough, Talmadge and 
Long are at odds on their most im- 
portant viewpoints. The only thing 
they have in common is their hatred 
for Roosevelt, and in that they can- 
not get a following. Their efforts to 
prevent the nomination of Roosevelt 
will prove futile.” 

Asked what he thought of Roose- 
velt’s chances for re-election, Mr. 
High replied: “From what I have 
observed in the east and from the 
information I -have obtained from 
other sections, it seems to me that 
Mr. Roosevelt may carry an even

SUMMERALL ASSAILS 
GULF-SEA CANAL FOES 


| Former Army Chief of Staff 


Sees Project as One of 
Great Benefit. 


WINTER HAVEN, Fia., July 10. 
(?)}—General Charles P. Summerall, 
chairman of the Florida Canal Au- 
thority and former chief of staff of 
the United States army, declared at 
a Chamber of Commerce meeting here 
today that “irresponsible newspaper 
propaganda or oratorical “appeals to 
fear and imagination” cannot change 
the merits of a ship canal across the 
state. 

He described the Florida peninsula’s 
geographical influence as “a barrier 
or as an artery to shipping,” and add- 
ed that the Gulf-Atlantic ship canal 
would be “the greatest service that 
anyone can render to the state.’’ 

Summerall, president of the state 
and national Gulf-Atlantic Ship Canal 
Association, spoke at a gathering sim- 
ilar to one addressed several weeks 
ago by Marvin H. Walker, of Tampa, 
editor of the Florida Grower and op- 
ponent of the waterway. The Tampan 
contended the eanal would result in a 
contamination of the state’s fresh 
water supply, 

Answering 
clared : 

“There is no canal controversy and 
IT have no side to present. The Gulf- 
Atlantic ship canal is an engineering 
and an economic problem. Its desir- 
ability and its practicability are based 
on facts.” 

The retired army chief, a Floridan, 
said capable engineers, working under 
federal direction, had studied the proj- 
ect and found it to be feasible and 
safe. 

‘Certain shipping interests have op- 
posed the canal,” he said.

Still More Russians. 


Russia’s natural increase of popu- 
lation according to recent statistics, 
last year reached the tremendous fig- 
ure of 4,500,000, the highest .yearly 
gain for an” one year in its history. 
The Kremlin, far from being worried 
over this sharp increase, asserts, on 
the contrary, that occupying one- 
sixth of the globe's surface, and pos- 
sessing boundless untapped natural re- 
sources Russia is able to support ad- 
ditional hundreds of millions. “The 
higher our birth-rate,” soviets leaders 
say, “the more quickly shall we be 
able to wrest from our soil its vast 
potential wealth and place it at the 
service of our people.” 

There are several factors which 
suggest that there will be a further 
rise in the soviet union’s already high 
birth-rate. These include first, the 
possibility of additional gains in the 


standard of living, and, secondly, the 
special state regulations which. pro- 
vide a month's vacation, with pay, 
before and after childbirth to women 
employed in industry—a_ regulation 
that has only recently been extended 
to peasant women, who constitute 
nearly 8O per cent of Russia’s wom- 
anhood.

This is partly due to the expanding legal 
aspects of the New Deal. But more than that, Mr. Cummings has learned 
how to say “no” as well as “yes,” which makes his advice worth more. 


OUTSIDE Not exactly in the doghouse, but hanging around it on 
a more or less permanent basis, is Interior Secretary Ickes. 

The diminution of PWA work means he has had less to do than formerly. 
Of course, the original occupant of the little residence out back Is 
George Peek. He is in charge of Yankee trading, which isn’t being done 


this season. 


ANTIDOTE There was a subtle but important promise to business 
behind the proposed transfer of able Assistant Com- 
merce Secretary Dickinson to the Justice Department. He will have 
charge of anti-trust prosecutions. As every near-insider knows, Mr. 
Dickinson is no trust-buster. He believes it would ruin a large section 
of American business to enforce the letter of the anti-trust laws. You 
may expect a rule of reason from him. 
The liberal advisers of the-President do not like this at all. In fact, 
they launched an undercover campaign to prevent the President: from 
approving the change, as soon as they heard about it. They do not even 
consider Dickinson as a “moderate liberal,” possibly because he did not 
approve their original Securities Exchange Commission act. 


QUERY White House insiders are investigating to find out the origin 
of that bank bill amendment to permit banks to re-enter the 
securities underwriting field. The subject was not directly mentioned in 
the hearings. So far as the public record now shows, no one advocated 
such an amendment. Yet when the bill came out of the senate banking 
committee, the amendment was in it. 
The last heard on that subject was two years ago, when Winthrop 
Aldrich, president of Chase National, told the same senate committee 
that security affiliates should be abolished, They were, in the bank bill 


of that year. 
You may now rest assured they will not be in the final form of the 


new bank bill. 


OMEN A smart young patent registrar found what was wrong with 
the Blue Eagle at the start. It is a story long concealed, but 
worth recording. 

You may recall that, when General Johnson designed the bird orig- 
inally, he sought to have a patent on it rushed through the patent office. 
The design was shoved ahead of all pending cases by registering it with 
a half-number. ‘ : 

The young registrar, handling the case, noted that one wing of the 
bird, as designed, had many more feathers than the other. He called 
the defect to the attention of the supervisor and urged that a new de- 
sign be submitted so the Blue Eagle’ would’ have an equal number of 
feathers in both wings. The supervisor said the design would have to 
be registered without change.

That, in the opinion of the jurist 
who presided over the famous Scopes 
evolution trial which began here 10 
years ago today, is ‘what has happen- 


+8 to Tennessee’s celebrated “monkey 
aw. 

“I think the schools and colleges 
are disregarding the statute through- 
out the state,” said Judge Johy T. 
Raulston, who left the bench the year 
after the trial and is now a practicing 
attorney at South Pittsburgh, Tenn. 

“I think it hasn’t been enforced 
closely at all,” he commented. 

The law, enacted a few months be- 
fore the trial of John Thomas Scopes, 
young high school teacher, prohibits 
teaching in public schools of any 
theory of creation contrary to that 
given in Genesis. 


During the trial, which saw Clar- 
ence Darrow and William Jennings 
Bryan pitted against each other, Judge 
Raulston upheld the validity of the 
statute. He overruled a motion that 
the indictment of Scopes be quashed 
on the ground the law was unconsti- 
tutional. 


“The question,” he said today, “was 
merely where the state had the right 
to prescribe the curriculum in state- 
supported schools.” 

He would not say whether he faror- 
ed the law and thought it should be 
enforced, but he commented that “of 
course, as judge of the court I up- 
held the statute.” 

Judge Raulston said he has a “very 
vivid recollection of the whole pro- 
cedure” and that he was impressed 
with the “legal talent.” 

“There were Mr. Bryan and the 
other famous lawyers.”’ he said. Bryan, 
who died here a few days after the 
trial ended, headed the prosecution 
staff.

for losses sustained by holders of gov- 
ernment gold clause bonds as a result 
of the reduction in the dollar’s gold 
content. 

Without the legislation, Cummings 
said “a free gold market also would 
be almost impossible and the strength 
of the government to maintain parity 
might be affected.” 

The attorney-general told the com- 
mittee the proposed resolution was 
constitutional, just, a matter of sound 
publie policy and would remove un- 
certainties. 

As the committee opened hearings 
on the resolution, members spoke of 
reporting out the measure late tomor- 
row, as Speaker Byrns had asserted 
it could be brought to the floor Fri- 


ay. 

Should suits not be forbidden, Cum- 
mings said, the government might face 
a loss of $7,000,000,000 if damages 
could be shown to have been suffered 
by holders of the $10,136,570,340 in 
gold clause securities now outstanding. 

The $7,000,000,000 represented the 
difference between the face gold value 
of the securities and their value in 
dollars in which they now are payable. 

In its famous gold clause decisions, 
the supreme court held that no dam- 
age had been shown to have been 
sustained as a result of dollar de- 
valuation, but it left the road open for 
suits against the government should 
anyone be able to prove damages. The 
proposed legislation would close that 
loophole. 

“There can be no doubt of the con- 
stitutionality of the proposed resolu- 
tion,” Cummings said. “This principle 
of immunity of a sovereignty from 
suit except on its own consent was 
reaffirmed recently by the supreme 
court.”’ 

He predicted that the government 
never again would issue bonds con- 
taining a gold payment clause.

The state department chief, in an 
executive session talk with the com- 
mittee, cautioned that several pro- 
posals of the senate munitions com- 
mittee to reduce opportunity for 
America’s embroilment in foreign con- 
flict, as presently worded, might place 
this country at a disadvantage with 
other neutrals. 

Discuss Ethiopia. 

The current Italo-Ethiopian situa- 
tion, Chairman Pittman, of the foreign 
relations committee said, had been dis- 
cussed in the course of general talk on 
neutrality situations. 


The committee decided to appoint a 
sub-committee to conduct a joint study 
with a state department group that 
has been surveying the situation for a 
year, before taking any action on three 
measures recommended by the muni- 
tions investigators. 


These proposals would authorize the 
President to proclaim an embargo on 
all exports of arms and ammunitions 
to foreign warring nations, specify- 
ing articles of contraband as those 
so defined by the belligerents; pro- 
hibit public and private loans to na- 
tions at war, and bar passports for 
Americans desiring to travel to war 
zones. 


Two of the measures—relating to 
assport and credit bans—already had 
en approved by the foreign rela- 
tions group but Pittman said he had 
been authorized after Hull’s appear- 
ance in executive session, to withdraw 
them for reconsideration. 
Hull Wants “Rules.” 

The committee, Pittman said, went 
over the whole American foreign policy 
before, during and since the World 
War, with Hull and R. Walton Moore, 
assistant secretary of state. 

Pittman said both the committee 
and the state department wanted some 
“definite rules” of neutrality, but 
that Hull and committee members had 
foreseen difficulties unless some agree- 
ment could be reached in advance by 
all world powers. 

State department officials said they 
knew of no new instructions to W. 
Perry George. American charge d'af- 
faires at Addis Ababa, which might 
result in withdrawal of the evacuation 
warning previously issued to Amer- 
ican citizens in Ethiopia. 


MUSSOLINI SUMMONS 
GENERALS TO PARLEY 

ROME. July 10.—(4)—Benito Mus- 
solini called 120 generals and other 
high ranking officers of his army 
into council tonight as an official 
spokesman termed Ethiopia’s latest ap- 
peal to the League of Nations anoth- 
er “useless attempt” to prolong League 
influence over the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
troversy. 

The spoksman said Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s attempt to summon the new 
council into extrairdina.y session con- 
stituted’ an effort to becloud the is- 
sue between the two countries and 
cover up Ethiopia’s responsibility for 
yesterday's collapse of conciliation ef- 
forts at Scheveninghen, the Nether- 
lands. 

Earlier the newspaper Giornale 
d.Italia, usually authoritative and oft- 
en officially inspired, accused Eth- 
iopia of deliberately seeking the break- 
down of conciliation efforts “in an 
effort to gain time .. . for her war- 
like preparations.”

He earns 
every penny he makes and saves the 
county a great deal in transfers. in 
fact he saves more than we pay him,” 
said the chairman. 

Until recently transfers were han- 
dled exclusively through the sher?ff’s 
office. 

Crawford is listed on the. pay roll 
as a special agent of the county com- 
mission at a salary of $185 a month.

Crawford before he was hired by the

WARRANT CHARGES 
PWA PAY VIOLATION 


Cedartown Contractors Ac- 
cused of Persuading Work- 
ers To Refund Wages. 


A warrant charging a Georgia con- 
tracting firm with persuading PWA 
workers to return to the company a 
portion of the wages paid them has 


been sworn out by an investigator for 
the PWA, District Attorney Law- 
rence Camp said yesterday. 


The company, named in the warrant 
as the Bryant & . Stubblefield Con- 
tracting Firm of Cedartown, Ga., 
could not be reached for comment. 


Camp. said the warrant, which he 
stated was the first of its kind filed 
in Georgia, charged the firm with vio- 
lating a ptovision by congress gov- 
erning wages paid on PWA projects. 

He said seven laborers signed affi- 
davits saying they had returned to 
timekeepers from one-fourth to one- 
half of their wages each week and 
that the timekeepers had said in af- 
fidavits they had received the mosey 
and given it to the contractors on in- 
structions from the latter. 


Camp said the men were employed 
on a school building project at Roop- 
ville, in Carroll county. 


300 CANNERIES SAVE 
FOOD FOR FARMERS 


FERA Co-operates in Pre- 
serving Surplas of Geor- 


gia-Grown Products. 


Nearly 300 canning plants will help 
the Georgia farmer preserve farm 
products for home use this season. 

Equipment for 90 of the plants was 
leased by the Georgia Relief Admin- 
istration to county commissioners, vo- 
cational schools and community in- 
terests. A small rental fee for amor- 
tizing the cost of the plants is charged 
the various interests, 

About 200 others were set up with 
assistance of the relief administra- 
tion or are being operated by relief 
labor. These are in the hands of ex- 
tension workers and vocational teach- 
- of the state department of educa- 

ion. 

Farmers give a portion of the prod- 
uce they bring to the plants for can- 
ning as a toll and this is distributed 
to unemployable and other needy per- 
sons by the Relief Administration, 

Canning plants have been set up 
near farmers’ markets in several 
cities. The FERA has distributed 
2,500,000 cans this season for use in 
preserving fruits and vegetables.

The most convincing performance 
on the upside was turned in by the 
industrial group.

The Associated Press averages for 
both the industrials and utilities went 
into new 1935 highs at 94.4 and 97.1, 
respectively, while the averages of 
other domestic groups were .1 of a 
point or so lower.

CHICAGO, July -10.—(4)—Uncer- 
tainty over chances of a surprise in 
the United States government crop re- 
port did much to restrain an upward 
trend of grain values today. The re- 
port, when issued after the close of 
trading proved to be unexpectedly 
bearish. 

In contrast with the government re- 
port, unfavorable treshing returns 
from the domestic winter wheat har- 
vest region southwest, and from other 
sections as well, got much attention 
during the day as a bullish factor, and 
so too did reports of more and more 
threatening danger of severe black rust 
injury to the spring crop. Keen compe- 
tition southwest between mills and ele- 
vators in regard to offerings of new 
hard wheat was reported, with pre- 
miums of 2 to 3 cents a bushel bid 
for immediate delivery at Hutchinson, 
Kansas. 

After averaging higher most of the 
day, wheat closed nervous 3-8 off to 
1-2 up, compared with yesterday's fin- 
ish, September 851-4 to 853-8, corn 
unchanged to 3-8 down, September 
75 3-8 to 75 1-2, oats at 1-4 to 5-8 de- 
cline, and provisions varying from 5 
cents setback to 25 cents gain. 

Rallying from price dips which at 
the start had resulted from unlooked 
for downturns of Liverpool quotations, 
the wheat market here advanced at 
times more than a cent bushel, re- 
sponsive largely to black rust reports. 
Advices were at hand that the crop 
outcome in the greater part of the 
spring wheat belt, including Canada, 
would depend on weather the next 10 
days. Meanwhile, an authoritative un- 
official summary wired today from 
Aberdeen, S. D., said rust damage to 
date is south of a line from the north- 
ern boundary of South Dakota extend- 
ed eastward through Minnesota, but 
with all wheat fields infected north 
of this line. 

Prior to the issuance of the govern- 
ment report, most traders had expect- 
ed the official forecast to indicate 
smaller wheat yields than a month 
ago. 

“Corn and oats were, responsive to 
favorable weather for corn. 

Provisions reflected hog market 
strength.

NEW YORK, July 10—(UP)— 
Optimists tonight pointed: to another 
new four-year h in the Dow-Jones 
industrial average as affirming their 
contentions that a strong stock market 
is in the making.

Wheat Yield for 1935 Also 
Is Placed Above Out- 
put for 1934. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(?)—In 
its first forecast of this year’s corn 
crop, the Department of Agriculture 
teday placed indicated production at 
2,044,601,000 bushels, based on July 1 
conditions, 


Last year’s crop totaled 1,380,718,- 
000 bushels. The 1923-32 10-year 
average production was 2,562,000,000. 

The indicated wheat crop (winter 
and spring combined) is 731,045,000 
bushels, compared with 670,000.000 
bushels indicated a month ago, 496,- 
000,000 last year and 828,000,000, the 
10-year average. 

The indicated winter wheat crop is 
458,091,000 bushels, compared with 
441,494,000 a month ago, 405,034,000 
last year and 618,186,000, the 10-year 
average, 


All spring wheat production is in- 
dicated as 272,954,000 bushels, com-

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EAGLE TO FLY AGAIN 


HUGH JOHNSON AVERS 


NRA Bird Was “Scared” to 
Death, He Declares in 
Interview. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—(UP)— 


General Hugh 8S. Johnson, with the 


sad fighting face of a bulldog, howled 
& warning to NRA opponents today 
across the Blue Eagle's grave. 

He said in an interview the 
bird was -“scared to death,” 
neither the constitution nor the su- 
preme court killed it. He charged 
that his successors failed -to protect 
it and said the result threatened ca- 
tastrophic conflict for constitutional 
change. He predicted; however, that 
9 new NRA case will be carried 
before the supreme court—not such 
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an “absurd” fragment as the Schech- 
ter “sick chicken” case—and that “the 
Blue Eagle will fly again as sure as 
sunrise.” 

Gruff launcher of NRA, Johnson 
blamed his suecessors for demise of 
his beloved bird. He said they did 
nothing to defend NRA. In his opin- 
‘ion they were frightened by a boo! 
‘He declared NRA adversaries pre- 
ferred return to the anti-trust acts, 
which “have created the § greatest 
monopolies the -world has ever 
known.” He did not mention Donald 
R. Richberg, who succeeded him. 
| The basis of Johnson’s comments 
/was his “where do we go from here?” 
—a postscrip he has written for his 
hook, “The Blue Eagle from Egg to 
Earth.” 

In it he warned against a potential 
“head-on collision” in the 1936 presi- 
Ldential campaign between those for 
and against amendment of the con- 
‘stitution. He presents the contro- 
versy as “largely a misunderstand- 
i‘ing” due to the unfortunate choice 
of the Schechter case for NRA‘s test. 

“The supreme court opinion in the 
sick chicken case contained language 
which has raised the question wheth- 
‘er our government has the power any- 
where to regulate its industry, com- 
merce, agriculture and mining as a 
national economie unit,” he said. “If 
it has no such power, then it is the 


‘only civilized government that exists | 


on this earth which has not. 

| “Now that is incredible and impos- 
sible. If that is true, then we must 
materially revise our constitution. It 
\is a dangerous time to do this. There 
is too much destitution and hot emo- 
tion and terribly bitter feelings.”

Fingerprints Are Offered To 
Prove She Was in Hide- 
out Attic. 


TACOMA, Wash., July 10.—(>)— 
Curly-haired George Weyerhaeuser 
will take the stand tomorrow against 
Mrs. Margaret Waley, on t-‘21 for 
his kidnaping, United States Distriet 
Attorney J. Charles Dennis announced 
here tonight.

Thulin said a map 
named Davis, whom the prosecution 
claims was William Dainard, alias 
Mahan, fugitive co-defendant, also 
came to the house.

/ment to officers after her arrest 
tin Salt Lake City, allegedly said she 
|never was in the attic of the kidnap 
gang’s hideout house in Spokane. 
A. M. Kohn, government expert, tes- 
tified he found her fingerprints on 
an electrie light giobe there. 

Kohn’'s testimony recalled the story 
of the abducted Tacoma lumber heir 
that he oace heard somebody moving 
around “upstairs” in the hideout— 
and on one occasion heard a woman’s 
voice, 

Mrs. Ida Hoxworth, of Spokane, 
linked the accused young woman and 
her kidnaper husband, Harmon M. 
Waley, with William Mahan, fugitive 
“brains” of the snatch gang, as early 
as last April.19, although the boy was 
not seized until May Ba. 

Edna Oenning and Mrs. C. A. 
Larson testified they saw Mrs. Waley 
at the hideout house May 31, the day 
before the boy was released upon pay- 
ment of thé ransom. 

In the face of the government’s ef- 
forts, John F. Dore, court-appointed 
defense attorney, announced he would 
ask a directed verdict of acquittal 
because “they haven’t any case 
against her.” She is charged with 
kidnaping' and conspiring to kidnap.
